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FOREWORD 

How diverse is higher education in 
the United States? This book — Col- 
lege Student Profiles — provides many 
of the answers to the question. 

The American College Testing Pro- 
gram has completed a comprehensive 
study of post-secondary schools and 
their students. Involved in the effort 
were a team of researchers, approxi- 
mately 400 institutions of higher learn- 
ing, and more than 250,000 students. 

The institutions involved are par- 
ticipants in the ACT program. The 
information about the students was 
collected from ACT records. 

ACT administers a test battery to 
college-bound students several times 
a year. It has been doing this since 
the non-profit corporation was formed 
in 1959. This past academic year 
more than 800,000 high school juniors 
and seniors, intent upon entering an 
ACT participating school, took the 
ACT test battery. The battery con- 
sists of sections covering these sub- 
jects: 

English Social Studies 

Mathematics Natural Sciences 

A fifth part — Student Profile Sec- 
tion — asks important questions about 
the student. 

These data have been studied and 
evaluated by Leo A. Munday, Donald 
P. Hoyt, and Sandra W. Lutz of the 
ACT Department of Research Ser- 
vices. This is their report. All of it 
adds up to an exciting look at college- 
bound students and the institutions 
that educate them. 
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Part I 



Student Diversity 
in Higher Education 



Overview 

Diversity is perhaps the most characteristic feature of American higher 
education. Student bodies differ not only according to college type but 
according to region as well. The private four-year liberal arts college, 
for example, differs from the junior college, and colleges in different 
regions not only have different problems but are thought to have different 
kinds of students. This publication explores student diversity in higher 
education in order to identify and verify these differences. Grouping 
colleges and universities by institutional level and by geographic region, 
we at the American College Testing Program have studied their students 
on dimensions of academic potentials, goals, and achievements — dimen- 
sions of importance to individual students and to institutions. 

Sample 

The information on these dimensions came from ACT Department of 
Research Services records. Several hundred colleges and universities 
participate in these services annually. One of these research services, 
the Class Profile Service, is intended to provide a comprehensive descrip- 
tion of a college’s freshman class. Colleges identify their enrolled stu- 
dents, and ACT develops distributions of academic potentials, goals, 
and achievements, as well as college attractions, student personnel needs, 
and demographic data for these students*. Using data from the 1965 
Class Profile Service,** colleges were grouped for this publication by 
region and level and their students were studied with respect to aca- 
demic potentials, goals, and achievements. As such, the students repre- 
sent enrolled college freshmen for the 1965-66 academic year. 

College grades and their relation to academic potential are important 
to include in a study of college students attending different types of 
colleges in different regions. Information about these aspects came from 
a different service, the ACT Standard (Plan A) Research Service. Stu- 
dent distributions of college grades and the distributions of institutional

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averages for the ACT Composite, the average of the four self-reported 
high school grades (HSA), and college grades were obtained from ACT 
records for institutions participating in the Standard ACT Research 
Service for the last three years. For the many institutions participating 
more than once in this three-year period, the most recent year was used. 
These tables represent enrolled freshmen who completed at least one 
semester of college work during the 1962-63, 1963-64, or 1964-65 aca- 
demic year. 

Preliminary research on ACT data by level and region has indicated 
that region-by -level populations of ACT-tested students can be closely 
approximated by Research Service colleges; the greater the percentage 
of ACT colleges in the Research Service for the respective level and 
region, the mere representative Research Service findings are of the 
populations of ACT colleges in that level and region. For all tables 
reported here, there is an adequate number of colleges and students 
represented for the tables to portray with reasonable accuracy the 
respective ACT colleges and ACT-tested students in the designated 
populations. In addition, there are sufficiently large percentages of all 
colleges nationally represented by these samples to provide valuable 
information about American higher education. However, the regional 
bias in the ACT Program should be noted. Regionally, ACT participation 
is strongest in the Midwest, Rocky Mountains and Plains, and parts of 
the South (Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas). The 
regional norms presented here are representative of higher education 
as well as of ACT colleges in these regions. On the other hand, relatively 
few ACT colleges are found in the Northeast, the extreme Northwest, 
or on the East Coast from Virginia to Florida. In these regions, the 
norms presented here are not representative of higher education although 
they are of ACT participating institutions in these particular regions. 

Characteristics Studied 

The following specific student characteristics are studied: 

Academic Potentials. Information is presented about students’ ACT 
test scores and high school grades* as well as institutional averages of 
ACT Composite scores, high school grade averages, and college grade 
point averages. Distributions, means, and standard deviations are 
provided. 

Goals. Selected information supplied by students in the Student 
Profile Section, a part of the ACT battery, includes choice of college, 
major field, vocational choice, vocational role preference, highest degree

sought, goals in attending college, factors considered in choosing a 
college, and resiaence status. 

Achievements. The number of reported non-academic (non-class- 
room ) achievements in six areas — science, art, writing, leadership, music, 
and dramatic arts — is presented. 

Separate distributions are included for Men, Women, and Total. 
The number cf students included in each distribution is indicated on 
the table, a "/ell as the number of colleges they represent. 

Organization of Tables 

Thirty-one sets of basic tables are presented. A set is given for each of 
four institutional levels of colleges and univerr Ities and one for all levels 
together, to make five institutional level sets. All regions are combined 
for these sets, because they are intended to highlight differences among 
institutional levels. In addition a set is given for each of six geographic 
regions (all levels are combined for these sets). The six geographic 
region sets permit regional comparisons. But the bulk of the tables are 
region by level; there are 20 of these sets. Altogether 31 sets of tables 
are provided to show comparisons between levels of institutions, between 
geographic regions, and within levels and within regions through the 
region-by-level tables. 

Each set contains eight tables, descriptive of students’ academic 
potentials, goals, and achievements. These tables describe enrolled 
college students and are based on ACT Class Profile information. The 
tables are as follows:

Institutional Levels. A set of tables is presented first for each of 
four types or levels of institutions. As indicated earlier, all geographic 
regions are combined for these tables. The levels and their definitions 
are based on the classification of colleges and universities by the U. S. 
Office of Education.® This classification is as follows:

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Level I. Two but less than four years of work beyond the twelfth 
grade — includes junior colleges, technical institutes, and normal 
schools offering at least a two-year program of college level studies. 

Level II. Only the bachelors and/or first professional degree — 
includes those institutions offering courses of studies leading to the 
customary bachelor of arts or bachelor of science degree, and all 
those degrees which en* '.tie the ^possessor to enter the profession 
indicated; e.g., doctor of medicine, bachelor of pharmacy, or bachelor 
of science in engineering. 

Level III. Master’s and/or second professional degree — includes 
those institutions offering the customary first graduate degree, and 
any degree earned in the same field after the first professional 
degree, or after a bachelor’s degree in that field; e.g., the degree 
of electrical engineer, earned after the bachelor of engineering. 

Level IV. Doctor of philosophy and equivalent degrees. 

The sets of institutional levels (with all regions included) each 
contain four additional tables with information about college grades and 
academic potential averages. These four tables, taken from the ACT 
Standard Research Service, provide descriptive information about college 
grades and institutional means for the ACT Composite, the average of 
the four high school grades (HSA), and college grade point averages 
(GPA ).

Table 9 is the distributions of students’ college GPA’s in the four 
subject matter areas of English, Mathematics, Social Studies, Natural 
Sciences, and overall GPA. 

Tables 10, 11, and 12 differ from the other tables presented in that 
these are distributions of institutional means , not students' scores. These 
three tables should be used to assist colleges and universities in inter- 
preting their student bodies; they are not appropriate for interpreting 
individual students’ records. Conversely, Tables 1 through 8 are distri- 
butions of students’ scores, not institutional means, and should be used 
for interpreting individual students’ records. Tables 1 through 8 are 
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not appropriate for interpreting averages of college and university student 
bodies. 

For example, if a college desired to compare its student body with 
other Level I colleges with respect to academic potential, the college 
should compare its means on the ACT Composite and High School 
Average with the distribution of these respective means for Level I 
colleges, and use tables 10 and 11, not tables 1 and 2. 

Geographic Regions. Regional as well as institutional level tables 
are provided, and, of course, the bulk of the tables are region-by-level. 
For each region the first set of tables describes the region as a whole, 
i.e., for all levels combined. Then there is a set of tables for each level 
within the region.* 

The geographic regions, and the states included in each, are as 
follows: 

West Coast — Alaska, California, Hawaii, Idaho, Nevada, Oregon,

Rocky Mountain-Great Plains - Colorado, Kansas, Montana, 

Nebraska, North Dakota,

Northeast — Connecticut, Delaware, District of Columbia, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New

In summary, we have grouped colleges and universities by institu- 
tional level and geographic region in order to study a number of im- 
portant student characteristics. These data provide various perspectives 
within which individual colleges and students can be considered. 



There are no region-by-level sets for Levels II or IV of the West Coast or Levels 
III or IV of the Northeast, because there were an insufficient number of student 
rerords and colleges participating in ACT Research Services for us to develop 
reliable tables. r 
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Part II 

Variation by Institutional Level 



Overview 

Institutions offering the doctorate and having several professional schools 
which offer advanced degrees differ from two-year colleges in such 
superficial ways as number of buildings, and they appear to differ in 
much less concrete aspects as social complexity and Seaming atmosphere. 
Whether their student bodies differ as well, and in what respects they 
differ, needs to be investigated. 

Most Arnerican colleges and universities have been categorized by 
institutional level. The U. S. Office of Education annually classifies 
accredited colleges and universities according to their highest level of 
offering as shown in Part I. 

Sample 

The sample of ACT institutions included in this study was classified by 
institutional level using the U. S. Office of Education designations where 
possible and placing colleges not classified by U.S.O.E. in the Level V, or 
miscellaneous category. Level V institutions were not studied bv them- 
selves as a group, but were added to the total (AH Levels) group.

The level by level composition of the sample studied is compared 
with that of all institutions nationally in Chart 1. At all levels, the sample 
approximates all colleges nationally in percentages; the relatively smaller 
percentage of four-year colleges in the ACT sample probably reflects the 
regional bias — fewer four-year colleges are in the geographic regions 
served by the ACT Program. 

The relationships between the Class Profile sample of ACT institu- 
tions studied and all institutions nationally, and between the sample of 
ACT institutions, level by level, is given in Chart 2.

Level by level, about 13-18 percent of institutions nationally and about 
32-53 percent of ACT institutions were in the sample. Chart 2 supports 
the belief that this sample can provide rather accurate information about 
different levels of ACT institutions and useful information about different 
levels of institutions nationally. 

Diverse Characteristics Studied 

A series of charts which summarize the extensive tables provided list 
the differences among institutional levels in academic potentials, goals, 
and achievements. 

Differences in Academic Potentials 

Considering all regions together, are there differences among institutional 
levels in academic potentials? The measures of academic potentials 
include the ACT standard scores in English, Mathematics, Social Studies, 
Natural Sciences, and the Composite score. Also included were four 
recent high school grades in these same areas. Only means are provided 
in Chart 3.

•Results for the four ACT tests are reported in standard scores with a mean of ap- 
proximately 20 and a standard deviation of about 5 for college-bound students. 
The Composite score is an average of the four area test scores. 

••At the time they take the ACT test battery, students are asked to report their last 
high school grade prior to their senior year in four areas: English, Mathematics, 
Social Studies, and Natural Sciences. The grades reported as A, B, C, D, or F are 
converted to a four-point scale. The High School Average is simply the average of 
the grades reported.

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This chart depicts the striking fact that students at two-year colleges 
score lower on the ACT tests and earn lower high school grades than 
students attending institutions at the other levels while students at 
Ph.D.-granting institutions score higher and earn higher grades. The 
lower scores and grades for students attending two-year colleges reflect 
junior college “Open Door” admission policies and the philosophy of 
providing an educational program for a broad range of student ability. 
Ph.D.-graniing institutions, in contrast, are more selective; sometimes, in 
allocating resources between graduate and undergraduate instruction, 
they are forced to limit undergraduate enrollment. 

Four-year and five-year colleges appear to enroll about the same 
kinds of students. Only a small difference exists between them, but this 
difference is consistent for all ACT scores and high school grades: five- 
year college students are slightly higher in academic potential than 
four-year college students. Students enrolled at both four- and five-year 
colleges are higher in academic potential than two-year college students 
but lower than students at Ph.D.-granting institutions. 

In conclusion, there are marked differences among institutional levels 
in the academic potentials of enrolled students. Academic potential 
tends to increase with institutional level. Charts 1 and 2 reveal tha 
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there is substantial overlap in academic potential among the variou; 
levels. Two-year colleges enroll many students of exceptional academic 
promise, and Ph.D.-granting universities enroll many students of little 
academic promise. On the whole, however, differences do exist; not only 
do different kinds of students probably select different kinds of colleges, 
but some colleges are more selective than others. 

What does this mean for education? First, a student’s chances for 
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academic success will vary with the institutional level of the college he 
attends because his relative rank in the freshman class will depend not 
only on his academic potential but on the level of the different freshmen 
classes. This factor should be considered by guidance and personnel 
workers in pre-college and college transfer counseling. Second, because 
different levels of institutions have students with different academic 
potentials, different appi caches among institutions to instruction and 
educational programs are required. 

Differences in Educational Goals 

Considering all regions together, are there differences among institu- 
tional levels in educational goals? Seve r al different measures of educa- 
tional goals were studied: educational majors, degrees sought, goals in 
attending college, factors in choosing a college, and in-state/out-of-state 
status. This information was obtained from student responses to the 
Student Profile Section. 

Enrolled students’ choices of educational majors are summarized 
in Chart 4.

In some respects, four-year and five-year colleges tend to be alike in the 
distribution of the educational majors of their enrolled freshmen. Com- 
pared with other levels of institutions, there are more students planning 
to major in social, religious, and educational fields. This probably reflects 
the teacher-preparation emphasis of many four-year and five-year col- 
leges. Two-year colleges, in contrast, have more students interested in 
business, engineering, and agriculture, and, of course, fewer students in 
social, religious, and educational fields. Ph.D.-granting institutions, on 
the other hand, have fewer students interested in business and more 
students interested in scientific and medical areas than two-year colleges. 
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Compared with four-year and five-year colleges, Ph.D.-granting institu- 
tions have fewer students planning majors in social, religious, and educa- 
tional fields, and more students interested in engineering, agricultural 
areas, and medical fields. 

The tables reveal marked sex differences, which is to be expected 
since some majors, such as engineering and agriculture, are sex-related — 
more men go into these areas than women. Women, on the whole, plan 
to major in social, religious, and educational fields, and some are inter- 
ested in medical areas. Presumably, this reflects the popular occupations 
of teaching and nursing. Men, on the other hand, have more diverse 
interests, favoring social, religious, and educational fields, administration 
areas, and engineering and agriculture Men are a little more undecided 
about their majors than women, and slightly more of the “undecideds” 
attend junior colleges. 

In summary, educational majors of enrolled students differ for 
different levels of colleges and universities. This difference probably 
results more from the student’s selection of the college than from the 
college’s selection of him. Different curricular offerings would be ex- 
pected for various levels of institutions. The development of certain 
curricula, in turn, would tend to attract future students interested in 
those fields of study. 

Degrees sought by enrolled students are summarized in Chart 5.

to the highest degree sought by their students. Students at these colleges 
appear to be typical of all college students. Most desire to complete a 
bachelor’s degree, and a substantial number are interested in graduate 
study. A smaller number appears to be interested in some college work, 
but do not aspire to a bachelor’s degree. In contrast, two-year colleges 
have more students who do not plan to obtain a bachelor’s degree, and 
fewer students who plan to pursue graduate study. At Ph.D.-granting 



institutions, on the other hand, few students appear satisfied with less than 
a bachelor’s degree, and more students are interested in graduate study. 

In summary, students at different levels of institutions differ in the 
highest degrees to which they aspire. This finding is important for higher 
education. Students attending a two-year college who do not intend to 
get a bachelor s degree would probably be different from students 
attending a Ph.D.-granting institution in several important respects: 
motivation to excel, attitude toward intellectuality, social class back- 
ground, occupational plans, and aspiration for upward mobility into the 
professions. Education would, therefore, have a different meaning for 
these two groups of students. 

Another implication is that education should view differently drop- 
outs from two-year colleges and from Ph.D.-granting institutions because 
they drop out for different reasons. The former include many who are 
not actually drop-outs, since they never intended to complete the require- 
ments for a bachelor s degree. A drop-out rate which a two-year college 
would find satisfactory would be unsatisfactory for a Ph.D.-granting 
institution. 

Educational goals in attending college are summarized in Chart 6 
for students at different institutional levels. While students were asked 
to indicate their first and second goal in attending college, only the first 
is given on this chart.

The difference among levels in the i.". { important goal students have 
in attending college are not marked. Most students say they are attend- 
ing college to receive vocational or professional training. A smaller 
number give the reason college faculties prefer: to develop the mind and 
intellectual abilities. 



Though differences among levels in educational goals are not large, 
the small differences are interesting. When compared with all enrolled 
students, slightly fewer two-year college students desire to develop their 
mind, and more are interested in a higher income. The situation is just 
the opposite for Ph.D.-granting institutions: while the majority of stu- 
dents say they are attending college for vocational preparation, a few 
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more give developing the mind” and a few less give “higher income” as 
the most important goal in a college education. In summary, enrolled 
students at different levels of institutions are pretty much alike in the 
goal they report as most important in attending college. 

Factors considered in choosing a college are summarized in Chart 7 
for enrolled students at different institution levels.

On the whole, students cite factors of intellectual emphasis and practica- 
bility as the important ones in choosing a college. This corresponds to 
the previous discussion of the most important goal in attending college: 
students gave intellectual ( develop mind ) and practical ( vocational 
preparation) reasons for attending college. 

Enrobed students at four-year and five-year colleges were typical of 
all enrolled college students. Students at Ph.D.-granting institutions 
gave intellectual reasons such as intellectual atmosphere, good faculty, 
and high scholastic standing more often as factors they considered and 
less often gave practical reasons such as location, low cost, and proximity 
to home. In contrast, students at two-year colleges gave intellectual 
reasons less often and practical reasons more often as factors considered 
in choosing a college. 
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There appeared to be no differences among levels of institutions in 
the consideration given to the advice of others in choosing a college. 
From a fourth to a third of enrolled students at all institutional levels 
considered, in their college choice, advice from parents, high school 
teachers, and high school and college counselors. 

Students attending different institutional levels appeared similar 
with respect to some factors of social emphasis and dissimilar with respect 
to others. Enrolled students at Ph.D.-granting institutions and at four- 
and five-year colleges mentioned social opportunities more frequently 
than students at two-year colleges. Enrolled students at four-year and 
five-year colleges mentioned size more frequently than students at Ph.D.- 
granting institutions or two-year colleges. 



These findings bear on education in a number of important ways. 
First, since enrolled students, on the whole, rely on such intellectual 
factors as good faculty and high scholastic standing in choosing a college, 
colleges should describe their institutional traits to prospective students 
when recruiting rather than attempt to attract students by describing 
college athletic events and fraternities or sororities. 



Secondly, the different attitudes toward practicability of students 
attending two-year colleges and -those attending Ph.D.-granting institu- 
tions probably reflect important differences in the students’ attitudes 
toward and opportunities for education. Students attending two-year 
colleges gave practical, realistic rather than intellectual reasons for their 
college choice. We have already seen that students attending two-year 
colleges are interested in such practical curricula as business, engineering, 
and agriculture. Not only would these students be interested in different 
courses, but they would probably be more interested in course lectures 
dealing with application rather than theory. 

Limited educational opportunity may cause this emphasis on practi- 
cal factors in choosing a college. All college-bound students do not have 
equal educational opportunities; they are unequal with respect to finan- 
cial support, ability, and social poise and confidence. A student from a 
low-income family may be unable to pay the expenses of a prestigious 
college but could attend a community two-year college. His low-income 
status results in different educational needs, motivations, and aspirations. 

Of considerable interest to educators is the finding that the advice 
of high school and college counselors is an influential factor in college 
choice, almost as important a factor as one long-recognized — parental 
advice. Counselors can be even more influential if they are better in- 
formed about their college-bound students, the college choice process, 
and diversity in higher education. 

In summary, most students considered intellectual and practical 
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factors in their choice of a college. Students attending two-year colleges 
considered practical factors more, while students attending Ph.D. -granting 
institutions emphasized intellectual ones. Differences among institutional 
levels for factors subsummed under “advice of others” and “social em- 
phasis” were negligible. 

Chart 8 describes the type of residence (in-state versus out-of-state 
residence) for enrolled students at different institutional levels.

Most students attend a college in their home state, but the pattern varies 
somewhat for different institutional levels. Two-year college students 
are most likely to attend a college in their home state, in keeping with 
their previously described characteristics of practicability. ( Two-year 
college students report, for example, that they consider such factors as 
location, low cost, and proximity to home in choosing a college.) Four- 
year college students, on the other hand, are most apt to go out-of-state, 
although the overwhelming majority attend within their own state. 

For education, the implications are clear. Since four-year college 
students are more likely to remain on campus over weekends, such a 
college with many out-of-state students would be well-advised to offer 
constructive weekend activities. There might also be some adjustment 
problems for students far away from home. Two-year colleges, on the 
other hand, may be challenged to provide enrichment for their students, 
especially since their students will not have benefited from the broaden- 
ing that comes with attending an institution in another state. In addition, 
with their homes close at hand, few students are likely to remain on 
campus for week-end activities. 

In summary, most students attend a college in their home state. 
However, more out-of-state students attend four-year colleges, and more 
in-state students attend two-year colleges. 

Differences in Educational Achievements 

As a regular part of the ACT battery, students report their non -academic 0 
achievements in six areas: Science, Art, Writing, Leadership, Music, and 



The term non-academic is used to denote achievements outside the classroom. 
They do, however, frequently involve intellectual and scholarly accomplishments, 
but of an independent nature. 
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Dramatic Arts. The scale for each area consists of eight items which 
describe an outstanding achievement in that area. For example, items 
in the music scale include: “composed music,” and “gave a public recital.” 
Science items include: “did an independent scientific experiment (not a 
course assignment),” and “participated in a National Science Foundation 
summer program for high school students.” Because these scales are 
designed to assess outstanding achievements that are relatively rare 
among college students, most students are able to answer “yes” to very 
few items. 

Research involving these measures of non-academic achievements 
indicates that they measure dimensions of talent independent of academic 
talent as measured by grades and academic achievement tests. The six 
areas are also relatively independent of each other. A student who 
achieves in one area may or may not achieve in other areas. In addition, 
high school accomplishment in a particular area is positively related to 
college achievement in that same area. Thus, these scales are predictive 
as well as descriptive in nature. 

Chart 9 summarizes the non-academic achievements of enrolled 
students at different levels of colleges and universities.

In general, the area of greatest accomplishment is leadership, followed 
in order of frequency by music, dramatic arts, writing, science, and art. 
This pattern, generally consistent throughout the regions, probably reflects 
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both the relative level of accomplishment assessed by the various scales 
and the opportunities provided by the typical school and community for 
achieving in various areas. 

It is interesting to note the relative number of different kinds 
accomplishment reported by students at the four types of institutions. 
Generally, the non-academic accomplishments follow the pattern ob- 
served in the measures of academic potential (ACT scores and high 
school grades). Students in Level IV (Ph.D. -granting) institutions tend 
to report the greatest number of accomplishments and students at two- 
year colleges the fewest. This is especially noteworthy since the research 
cited earlier found little or no relationship between non-academic accom- 
plishments and measures of academic potential. 

This pattern is not as pronounced for all six kinds of accomplishment. 
The degree of art accomplishment, for example, is quite similar at the 
lour types of institutions. Considerable difference appears, however, in 
the proportion of students reporting one or two accomplishments in 
science and writing. The difference in degree of accomplishment in 
leadership at the four types of institutions is most apparent for students 
reporting three or more achievements in this area; 45 % at Ph.D.-granting 
institutions report this number of leadership accomplishments where as 
32% of the students in two-year colleges report this number. 

With the exception of science achievement, there is little difference 
in the number of accomplishments among Levels II, III, and IV, probably 
a reflection of their opportunities for further achievement in these areas. 
While Ph.D.-granting institutions probably offer relatively more opportu- 
nities for further non-classroom science involvement, it seems reasonable 
to assume that, relative to the size of the student body, there are as many 
or more opportunities for students in four-year and five-year colleges to 
pursue interests in music, dramatic arts, leadership, and writing. 

These genera! differences and similarities among various types of 
institutions can aid high school personnel in helping students choose 
colleges. Students who have a record of non-academic accomplishment in 
a particular area and who wish to continue this interest during the college 
years will profit from such a knowledge of differing levels of accomplish- 
ment since they can assume the programs of an institution will reflect the 
interests and talents of its student body. 

To summarize, non-academic accomplishment is generally highest 
among students at Level IV institutions and lowest among students at 
two-year colleges. The largest differences appear in the area of science 
accomplishment and the smallest in the area of art. 

College grade point averages (GPA’s) are summarized in Chart 10 
for enrolled students at different institutional levels.

There are not marked differences among levels in the average grades 
earned by freshmen; college grades tend to cluster around a 2.0 or “C.” 
Enrolled students at four-year colleges are generally awarded the highest 
grades, at two-year colleges the lowest grades. Chart 3 revealed that 
students enrolled at two-year colleges were lowest in academic potential 
and students enrolled at Ph.D.-granting institutions highest; a comparison 
of Charts 3 and 10 indicates that across all colleges grades are not strictly 
related to academic potential. This is pointed up by the information 
given in Charts 11 and 12. Chart 11 shows that colleges at each institu- ' 
tional level tend to give about the same percentages of “A’s,” “B’s,” etc., 
in spite of the differences in academic potentials of student bodies. In 
other words, colleges tend to compare students with each other within 
the campus student body, and not with college students nationally.

College grading practices are often of great interest to colleges and uni- 
versities. Institutions often inquire about how the relation between the 
grades they award and their students’ academic potentials compare to 
other institutions. Would their students earn higher grades if they 
attended other institutions? Is their faculty strict, typical or lenient in 
their grading practices? 

Tables o' institutional means provide relevant information about 
grading practices and academic potential. Tables 12. 13, and 14 for 
each institutional level deal with institutional means on the ACT Com- 
posite, HSA, and College grades. These tables should be used to evalu- 
ate the means of campus student bodies.* ** This information for the 
various institutional levels is highlighted in Chart 12. Student bodies 
differ considerably in academic potential bv institutional level. For 
example. ? irean ACT composite score of 20 would be at the 86th per- 
centile for two-year colleges, the 48th percentile for four-year colleges, 
the 55th percentile for five-year colleges, the 16th percentile for Ph.D.- 
granting institutions, and the 56th percentile for all institutions com- 
bined. A mean HSA of 2.3 would be at the 79th percentile for two-year 
colleges, the 51st percentile for four-year colleges, the 39th percentile 



*By contrast Tables 1, 2, and 11 are the distributions of students’ scores and grades, 

and thus include variability due to differences between students as well as differ- 
ences between institutions. Tables 12, 13. and 14 provide distributions of institu- 
tional means, and thus include only variability due to differences between institu- 
tions. 
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for five-year colleges, the 18th percentile for Ph.D.-granting institutions, 
and the 51st percentile for all institutions combined. The student bodies 
of colleges and universities vary in academic potential with institutional 
level. Inspection of the institutional means for the various levels confirms 
the findings of students’ distributions highlighted in Chart 3. There are 
appreciable institutional differences among the four levels in the average 
jj academic potentials of their students, although for these four levels

An implication of this finding is that generally college-bound students 
will be evaluated in college in comparison with their peers on their par- 
ticular campus; thus a student's likelihood of academic success varies 
with the level of institution he attends. These results have implications for 
college registrars and admissions directors. College grades for transfer stu- 
dents will have different meanings depending on the level of the institu- 
tion at which they were enrolled. Finally, it is possible these results could 
be used to keep more people in colleges. A student who is having aca- 
demic difficulty at one institution and considering dropping out could

be advised that he might consider other colleges, since colleges tend to 
grade about the same although there is considerable variability among 
institutions in the academic potentials of their students. 

Summary 

Although this section has presented only averages and selected high- 
lights from the more extensive tables contained in this study, differences 
among four general types of institutions do appear with considerable 
regularity. However, die range of students and of institutions within 
each general type is large, suggesting that there are many colleges which 
are quite unlike the typical college in their own classification. Also, a 
given student enrolled in one type of institution has nearly identical 
counterparts at all other types of institutions. Generalizations are useful 
and meaningful, however, since the needs, interests, and abilities of the 
majority are typically emphasized in planning the academic and non- 
academic offerings of a particular institution.

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Part III 

Regional Variations 
in College Students 

Overview 

Because generalizations are often made about colleges and universities 
in various regions of the United States, both educators and the lay public 
must believe there are consistent and discernible similarities and dif- 
erences within these regional groupings. A study of student character- 
istics by college location should help identity whatever differences do 
exist. 

Th® ^assignment of states to particular regions is necessarily some- 
what arbitrary. We have used six common region designations: West 
Coast, Rocky Mountain-Great Plains, Southwest, Midwest, Southern, and 
Northeast. The states assigned to each region are found in Part I. 

Sample 

Each college and university included in this study was assigned to a 
region based on its location. The distribution of institutions by region 
is given below together with the distribution of all colleges listed by 
the U. S. Office of Education.

The most notable deviations in the ACT sample distribution are the over- 
representation of institutions in the Rocky Mountain-Great Plains and 

Southwestern regions and the under-representation of institutions in the 
Northeast. 

It is also important to know the distribution of the levels of institu- 
tions within each of the regions. The comparative figures are given below.

It is apparent that in the West Coast ACT sample two-year coUeges are 
somewhat over-represented and four-year (Level II) institutions are 
under-represented. In the Northeast sample, five-year (Level III) and 
Ph.D.-granting (Level IV) institutions are under-represented. The data 

for these two regions, therefore, should be interpreted with these devia- 
tions in mind. 

In addition to providing data for aU institutions in a particular 
region, we prepared tables for the four levels within each region when- 
ever that level contained five or more institutions with a total of 1,000 
or more students. To avoid erroneous interpretations based on small 
samples, tables were not developed for the West Coast, Levels II and 
IV, and the Northeast, Levels III and IV. 

This section summarizes differences among the six regions in aca- 
demic potentials, goals, and achievements. The data presented here are 
taken from the extensive tables developed for this study and included in 
this publication. 

Differences in Academic Potentials 

Consistent differences in academic potentials among levels were ap- 
parent in the data presented in the preceding section. The foUowing 
charts present comparable data among geographical regions. 



Results for the four ACT tests are reported in standard scores with a mean of 
approximately 20 and a standard deviation of about 5 for college-bound students. 
I he Composite score is an average of the four area test scores.

These charts do suggest differences among regions in academic potentials. 
However, these differences seem due more to the level of the institutions 
represented in these regional samples than to actual differences in the 
academic potentials of students from particular parts of the country. For 
example, the high school grades reported by students in West Coast and 
Northeast institutions are lower than in other regions. We know, how- 
ever, that students in Level I (two-year) institutions tend to have lower 
high school grades than students enrolled in other level institutions. 
Since Level I institutions are over-represented in the West Coast region 
they have a disproportionate weight in the average for the region, thus 
producing lower mean high school grades. Similarly, the under-repre- 
sentation of Level IV institutions, which tend to have higher average 
grades, has probably contributed heavily to producing a lower mean 
grade, for the Northeast region. It is inappropriate, therefore, to gen- 
eralize about differences in academic potentials among all regions. How- 
ever, the data do indicate that students in the South score lower, in 
general, on a standardized achievement measure, and Midwest students 
score higher. 

The most important aspect of the regional academic potential data, 
howevei, is the varying relationship between the two measures -ACT 
scores and High School grades — among the six regions. Students in the 
South tend to receive higher grades compared to achievement test scores, 
and Northeast students tend to receive lower grades compared to ACT 
scores. Among regions, the Northeast ranks third on ACT scores but 
sixth on High School grades, whereas the South ranks fifth on ACT 
scores but first on High School grades. This may reflect regional differ- 
ences both in experience with standardized achievement tests and in 
strictness or leniency in high school grading practices. Since most col-

"At the time they take the ACT test battery, students are asked to report their last 
high school grade prior to their senior year in four areas: English, Mathematics, 
Social Studies, and Natural Sciences. The grades reported as A, B, C, D, or F 
are converted to a four-point scale. The High School Average is simply the average 
of the grades reported. J 
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leges and universities base their admissions decisions partly on both high 
school grade records and achievement test scores, such regional differ- 
ences should be taken into account. 

Differences in Educational Goals 

Students may also be described in terms of their educational goals. 
Do students attending college in different regions of the country differ 
in the goals they set for their educational experience? Measures of educa- 
tional major, degree sought, goals in attending college, factors in choosing 
a college, and in-state/out-of-state status are included in the Student 
Profile Section, a part of the ACT battery, and the regional distributions 
which follow. 

Enrolled students’ choices of educational majors are summarized for 
the various regions in Chart 17.

Generally, there is very little difference among regions in the distribution 
of major fields selected by their students. The greatest proportion in 
each region select social, religious, and educational majors with the next 
largest group undecided about their major. There are, however, several 
interesting regional highlights. A higher proportion of students in the 
Northeast select scientific majors. This is especially noteworthy in light 
of the distribution by level findings presented earlier. The proportion 
of science majors tends to be highest in Level IV institutions. Since this 
level is under-represented in our Northeast sample, we would expect 
the proportion of science majors to be lower in this sample rather than 
higher. Also, compared to other regions, the Northeast has a lower pro- 
portion of students who are undecided about their college major field, 
whereas the Rocky Mountain-Great Plains region has a slightly higher 
proportion of undecided. 

Our data suggest that students in the various regions distribute 
themselves very similarly among the major field groupings. The various 
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regions should, therefore, probably proportion their academic offerings 
in very similar ways in order to meet the needs of their respective 
students.

The most surprising finding in the comparison of degree aspirations is 
the distribution in the Northeast. Despite an over-representation in Level 
I, proportionally fewer students aspire to less than the bachelor’s degree 
and more aspire to the master’s degree than is true in other regions. A 
comparison of Level I tables for the various regions reveals an especially 
low proportion of Northeast males aspiring to less than the bachelor’s 
degree. Perhaps this is a partial reflection of relatively less emphasis in 
this region on terminal junior college education as compared to other 
regions. In the West Coast sample, the higher proportion of students 
seeking less than the bachelor’s degree probablv reflects the over- 
representation of typical Level I institutions and the emphasis in the 
region, and especially in California, on junior college education. 

Interestingly enough, the greatest regional variation occurs within 
the “less than bachelor’s degree” segment, prob'/'V reflecting two factors: 
the rapid and radical changes occurring at this . - ational level and the 

increased emphasis in our society on obtaining some sort of training 
beyond high school. When these results are viewed along with Chart 
4 in the previous section, which highlights the relatively higher propor- 
tion of “undecided” students at two-year institutions, the need for 
increased guidance efforts with this group of students is apparent. This 
is an important consideration both at the high school level and in two- 
ycdr insiitu tions. 

Educational goals in attending college are summarized in Chart 19, 
for students enrolled in different geographical regions. These results 
summarize the most important goal indicated by the student.

The rank order distributions within each region are very similar, with 
vocational training having the highest proportion in each region and 
with “higher income” and “other goals” being selected by small but 
similar proportions. West Coast and Rocky Mountain-Great Plains stu- 
dents place somewhat less emphasis on “developing the mind” and some- 
what more on “vocational training,” whereas the Northeast and South 
follow the reverse pattern. However, the deviations are rather small. 

Chart 20 summarizes the students’ considerations in choosing a col- 
lege. Students rated each factor as “a major consideration,” “a minor 
consideration, or of no importance.” This chart summarizes the "major 
consideration” responses.

In general, students in the various regions are distributed quite simi- 
larly in their selection of major factors. For all regions, the threv factors 
rated as major most frequently were “good faculty,” “high scholastic 
standing, and iocation. The ranking among these three varies some- 
what among regions, with a greater proportion uf West Coast students 
giving major consideration to location. More students in this region also 
give major consideration to the factor “close to home” than is true in 
other regions. 

Several other regional highlights are of interest. While students in 
the South give relatively more consideration to their parents’ advice, 
West Coast students give relatively less. Students in the Midwest and 
Northeast give relatively more consideration to the advice of high school 
and college counselors, whereas fewer Rocky Mountain-Great Plains stu- 
dents seem to. Social opportunities are considered more important by 
students in the South and Rocky Mountain-Great Plains regions, and 
size is relatively more important to students in the Southwest. In gen- 
eral, students in all regions are most influenced by a combination of 
intellectual and practical considerations and the advice of parents and 
educational personnel. Students in the South give relatively more con- 
sideration to social factors. Students in the Northeast rate more factors 
as major” whereas students in the Rocky Mountain-Great Plains region 
rate fewer factors as major considerations. 

The differences among regions are not great enough to warrant any 
recommendations of different approaches to the college choice process. 
The results do, however, provide counselors with a more precise rep- 
resentation of students in particular regions for interpretive purposes. 

Type of residence ( in-state versus out-of-state ) is summarized in 
Chart 21 for enrolled students in different regions.

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Although the vast majority of students in all regions attend colleges 
in their home state, there are some interesting differences. The West 
Coast regional distribution reflects the typical two-year college pattern 
of very few out-of-state students. Although two-year college students 
are over-represented in our West Coast sample, the over-representation 
is not great enough to account for this pattern. It is apparently, in some 
part, a regional phenomenon. In addition, the out-of-state residence 
pattern in the Rocky Mountain-Great Plains region suggests d^ c nite 
regional differences. 

When the patterns in Chart 21 are compared with the ratings of 
college choice considerations, the expected relationships appear. Many 
West Coast students give major consideration to "location” and "close to 
home,” and the vast majority enroll in colleges in their home state. Stu- 
dents in the Rocky Mountain-Great Plains region give less consideration 
to these two factors in selecting a college, and a larger proportion are 
out-of-state students. The remaining regions also fit this pattern, with 
the exception of the Northeast. This deviation is not inconsistent, how- 
ever, considering that the states in this region are generally small in area 
thus allowing a student to attend an institution in another state while 
still being close to home. 

These data suggest that counselors in the various regions can expect 
differing needs for pre-college information about out-of-state institutions. 
Similarly, college personnel can estimate the relative effectiveness of 
efforts to develop either a diverse or a homogeneous student population 
by comparing their proportions of in-state and out-of-state students with 
the typical distribution for their particular region. 

Differences in Educational Achievements 

The non-academic (non-classroom) accomplishments reported for the 
high school years bv students enrolled in various geographical regions 
are summarized below. Accomplishments in six areas are reported, 
being grouped into two relative degrees of achievement - one to two 
accomplishments and three or more accomplishments. The number 
reporting this degree of accomplishments is shown in percentages.

In general, regardless of the geographical region, students report the 
most accomplishments in leadership and the least in art. Scientific 
accomplishments are also relatively rare. As was true for the four types 
of institutions, there is little regional difference in art accomplishments. 
The largest regional differences occur at the higher degree of leadership 
accomplishment — an average of 35 percent in the West Coast region 
and 45 percent in the South — and at the lower level of science achieve- 
ment — an average of 22 percent in the West Coast region and 31 per- 
cent in the Northeast. There also is considerable regional difference in 
dramatic arts accomplishment with students enrolled in Rocky Moun- 
tain-Great Plains colleges having the greatest proportion with both “one 
to two” and “three or more” achievements. 

Although the regional differences in non-academic accomplishment 
are not large they take on added meaning when they are compared to 
the regional distribution of choice of major field. For example, the 
higher average number of leadership accomplishments for students in 
the South is consistent with the higher proportion in the region who 
select Administrative, Political, and Persuasive majors. Similarly, the 
relatively higher proportion of science majors for Northeast students 
is consistent with higher average number of accomplishments reported 
in science. 

Summary 

We have presented a very compressed descriptive picture of the 
typical or average student enrolled at colleges and universities in six 
geographical regions. The various charts suggest that regional differ- 
ences among institutions are much less apparent than are differences 
among four types of institutions across all regions, However, because 
some differences do appear and because the differences for related 
characteristics have fair consistency, we can reasonably assume that a 
more precise description is possible when the four types of institutions 
are further differentiated by geographical region. Thus, the tables in 
this report describing students by level (type of institution) within each 
region should provide more accurate information for comparative 
purposes.

College Student Profiles 
by Region and Type of College

| Step One. After reading Part I to get an overview of the type of

? primarily in a particular type of information ( e.g ., science achievement, 

| graduate work aspirations, major field choices) or information about a 

particular group of institutions ( e.g ., junior colleges, Midwestern col- 
<’ leges and universities, four-year colleges in the South). 

Step Two. Using the table of contents, select the tables which 
present the information you want. For example, science achievement 
information is reported in Tables 1, 2, and 8 of each group of tables 
(ACT Natural Science scores, high school natural science grades, and 
non-academic science achievements), information about four-year col- 
leges in the South is found in Tables 1-8 in the group of tables entitled: 
Norms for the ACT Assessment, Southern Region, Level II. 

Step Three. Turn to the appropriate tables and select the informa- 
! tion you want. It’s helpful to prepare a simple chart and record the 

selected figures. Below is an example of non-academic achievement in 
art among male junior college students.

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Step Four. Decide whether other information related to that already 
selected would provide a clearer picture. For example, to extend the 
illustration in Step Three, you might record the same information for 
junior college women, or for four-year college men. The proportions of 
junior college men choosing majors or vocations in the arts and humani- 
ties might also be recorded. 

Step Five. Examine the data you have recorded for highlights and 
general patterns. 

As you become familiar with the tables, you will find additional 
ways of cot .bining pieces of information to develop fuller pictures. 
Below is an example of how these tables were used to construct a 
“profile” for John Jones, a student interested in attending a Midwest 
junior college.

Implications cf Diversity 
in Higher Education 



This study reaffirms and clarifies the generally held contention that 
diversity characterizes American higher education. The results suggest 
that not only can a student find a college where he will closely resemble 
the average student, but he also can find students like himself at almost 
any type of institution in any geographical region. Thus, detailed nor- 
mative information like that presented here can help broaden as well 
as narrow college choice exploration. 

Implications for High School Educators .* The information presented 
in this publication can assist high school educators in several ways. As 
they work with individual students to choose a college, profiles can be 
developed to describe typical students at various types of institutions. 
The characteristics of particular students can also be compared to 
enrolled students at specific kinds of institutions, thus increasing the 
information available to the student to assist him in making appropriate 
decisions. Secondly, by increasing the general knowledge of school per- 
sonnel about the current characteristics of American college students, 
pre-college educational programs can be re-examined more realistically. 

Implications for College and University Educators* * Since its 
inception, the American College Testing Program has been committed to 
an extensive program of research services to participating colleges and 
universities. An important aspect of these services is the development of 
normative data that provides a sound basis for interpreting results for 
individual institutions. The information collected in this publication pro- 
vides the most extensive normative information on the ACT battery to 
date. Using the various tables, colleges and universities can compare 
their freshmen on many different characteristics with freshmen at institu- 
tions similar to theirs. Comparative graphs and charts can be developed 
to illustrate visually for faculty and administrators the educational charac- 
istics of their students.

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The great diversity highlighted by this publication emphasizes the 
importance of selective comparisons. For example, junior colleges in 
general attract students who are different from those attracted by Ph.D.- 
granting institutions. Thus, it is more meaningful for a junior college to 
compare its students with other junior college student bodies rather than 
with some other type of institution. 

The results also suggest that when an institution changes its academic 
offerings ( e.g ., when a four-year institution adds a graduate program), 
the characteristics of the entering classes can be expected to change. 
That is, the higher level of offerings (e.g., a master’s degree program) 
does not solely affect the students for whom it is offered (e.g., graduate 
students). Apparently the type of students entering as freshmen is also 
influenced. 

The obvious diversity among students and among institutions makes 
it clear that no single standard can be applied to all institutions. Institu- 
tions of higher education must serve a broad range of student needs, and 
students bring to their educational experience a wide range of potentials, 
objectives, and needs. To evaluate institutional success, criteria must be 
appropriate to a particular student body. 

The diversity further highlights the need for carefully reasoned 
transfer policies. Academic potentials of students vary with the institu- 
tional levels of the colleges at which they have been enrolled. Generally, 
Level I college students are lowest in academic potential; Level IV, 
highest. However, the diversity among institutions is so great, even 
within a certain level or region, that information about the particular 
institution is necessary for the best appraisal of a transfer student’s record. 
And because there are students of exceptional promise attending all insti- 
tutions, the individual student’s record should be reviewed with care. 

Implications for Students of Higher Education. The study of higher 
education has frequently been hampered by the lack of representative 
empirical data. Earlier studies of student characteristics have generally 
been limited to small samples of institutions — frequently to only one 
student body or even a small segment of one institution’s students. 
Generalizations based on such small samples are at best hazardous. Often 
they have been misleading. 

Although the data presented here are descriptive in nature, they can 
provide new and more reliable insights into the nature of the college and 
university population. They can also be useful in developing significant 
questions for future research. The range of data included should suggest 
research questions which go well beyond the over-studied area of pre- 
dicting college grades from high school grades and achievement test 
scores. Such problems as the effects of particular institutions on various 
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student goals and aspirations or the relative effectiveness of different 
instructional approaches on various types of students can be examined. 

The tables included here re-emphasize the importance of adequate 
sampling in research. Generalizations cannot reasonably be made on the 
basis of inappropriate samples. For example, results obtained from a 
sample of freshmen at Ph.D.-granting institutions cannot be indiscrimi- 
nately applied to freshmen at all levels of institutions, and possibly data 
obtained from a representative sample of all American institutions of 
higher education would be useless in educational planning for freshmen 
at a certain institution. 

This pub’ieation has attempted to describe students enrolled in ACT 
colleges and universities. Distributions are provided separately for men, 
women, and the total group for academic potentials, educational goals, 
and achievements. These distributions are norms provided for reference 
groups of colleges and universities defined bv institutional level and 
geographic region. These groups are believed by most educators to be 
helpful in describing and evaluating institutional and student character- 
istics. The sp'jcific institutions with their institutional level designations, 
are listed in Part VI of this publication; the reader can ascertain the ade- 
quacy of the various institutional samples on which the tables are based. 

For many educators who routinely work with ACT data, the most 
important reference group is their student body, and the most meaningful 
norms are local norms. Local norms are more relevant for many purposes 
than level or regional norms, m recognition of the importance of local 
norms, the American College Testing Program provides research services 
ro high schools, colleges, and universities which include the preparation 
of local norms as well as other data. Colleges and high schools wh ; ch 
use ACT data and do not have local norms are urged to investigate ACT s 
program of research services.

HSA 

The average of the four self-reported high school grades. 

F or Freq. 

Frequency. The number of students who gave a certain response. The 
distribution of frequencies in a table is called a frequency distribu- 
tion (FD). 

Frequency distribution (FD) 

A tally of the number of cases occurring at each level of a characteristic. 
Frequency distributions answer the questions, How many students 
obtained a given ACT score, a given high school grade? and so on. 
Percentile ranks are usually computed from frequency distributions. 

Mean 

Average. The arithmetical sum of a set of figures, divided by the number 
of measures added. Thus the mean score for your students on the ACT 
English test would be obtained by adding the English standard scores 
for all ycur students and dividing by the total number involved. 

N, N -Count 

Number of students. Typically, this refers to the number of student 
records on which a particular table is based. 

PC, Percent 

The percentage of students in a certain interval, who gave a certain 
response. Percentage is the number of students who gave a certain 
response divided by the total number of stud r ~*ts. Percentage* are 
usually computed from frequency distributions. 

Percentile rank (PR) 

A number used to describe the standing of an individual relative to a

denned group. The percentile rank of a score is the number out of 100 
who rank below that score in the specific reference group. The range of 
percentile ranks is from 1 to 99; a percentile rank of 1 being at the 
bottom of the group, of 99 being at the top of the group. 

Standard deviation (SD) 

A term describing the amount of variability present in a specified 
group. In ACT research reports, standard deviations are reported for 
ACT scores, high school grades and other variables. In most situations 
about two-thirds of the students will make scores or grades in the range 
from one SD below the mean to cne SD above the mean. About 95 
percent will be between two SDs below the mean and two SDs above 
the mean. The greater the spread in scores or grades, the larger the 
standard deviation. 

Standard score (SS) 

A score derived from a raw score ( number correct ) whose purpose is 
to equate the results on various tests by taking into account their relative 
difficulty, the number of questions, and the range of individual differ- 
ences. Thus a standard score of 20 indicates the same relative standing, 
on a national basis, on any of the ACT tests. ACT standard scores also 
reflect the reliability of the test in the following way: the probable error 
of measurement is approximately equal to one standard score point. 
Thus, if a student makes a standard score of 20, the odds are even that 
his “true” score is between 19 and 21.
